Streamlined Education 


Speech by Henderson President 


* 
America thinks of her school-days as divided into four kinds, 


the primary grades, the grammar grades, high school and 
college — four years each. But President Joseph A. Day of 
Henderson State Teachers college, Arkadelphia, told Hope 
Rotary club Friday noon that a movement originating'in Cali- 
fornia and spreading across .the nation may break this up into 
only three divisions, and for a total of 13 years instead of 16. 
Because his speech struck this writer as a significant com- 
mentary on a changing civilization, I am reporting it as a news 
item in today's editorial column 
"Many educators think this now 


^streamlined school system would more 


adequately meet the needs of modern 
youth," said Mr. Day. 


"Under the new plan -there would 


be six years of elementary school, in- 
stead of four as at present; and there 
would be a four-year junior high 
School, instead of the present three 
years. That would carry the student 
through the first 10 grades. 


.Second School 


"And then the lllh, 12th, 13th and 


14th grades of a conventional educa- 
tion would be grouped in what would 
be known us the senior secondary 
school, comprising the last two years 
of high school and the first two years 
of college. 


"This-last four-year group would 


be between the ages of 16 and 20. We 
know that this is the age group which 
can profit 
most 
from 
vocational 


training; it is the age group that suf- 
fers most, from unemployment; and it 
is the.one to whom the government 
has extended most of its student aid.y 


"Furthermore, there is a particular 


reason for emphasis on this age group 
an the light of changing conditions in 
our civilization.

So he 
sets to work on his-offspring, trying 
to remodel the child he has in the 
image of the child he wants to have. 


But real children aren't made of 


modeling clay and the willful parent 
soon finds nature has outwitted him. 
The child stubbornly clings to his 
owji personality. Nevertheless, the will 
tul one, if he is a true Problem Pa- 
rent, will persist in his efforts to 
make the child over, with unhappy re- 
sults for everyone in the household, 
especially the child. 


Suppose the child is unduly sen- 


sifive, a silent, retiring boy. The will- 
lul parent—and the father takes this 
role more often than the mother- 
wants to make him into an aggressive, 
talkative, sociable fellow. So he bul- 
lys and goads him into taking part 
in'games he dislikes. When the child 
cries* the father taunts, "Only sissies 
cry.' He teases him about girls. "Go 
on, walk' with the little girl. You're 
not afraid of girls, are you?" The 
more he taunts him, the more sullen 
the child 'grows. 


The father says, "The boy's unman- 


ageable, stubborn as he can be." 


What the willful parent needs to 


understand is that the spnsitive, re- 
tiring' child needs, not ridicule, but 
gentle treatment. He needs to be 
gently led out of his morbid shyness, 
into an interest in things outside 
himself. Probable he'll never be' a 
go-getter, but he may well develop 
traits that are even more desirable—
